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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese patent to 
Okubo et al. Note Figure 3 and the device 1 with first element 4, second planar element la and 
holding means lb. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meshel. Note Figure 
7 and the device 10, 30 with first element 30, second planar element 10 and holding means 16.
